2. Newly submitted claims 1 1-23 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Original claims 
1-10 are directed to a composition and an article containing said. composition and they 
are classified in class 524, subclass 190. Newly submitted claims 11-23 are directed to 
a method and an article produced by said method and they are classified in class 219, 
subclass 121.64. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1 1-23 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention.
